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OUTSTiiNDING  ENTOI.IOLOGI  CaL  EEaTURES  IN  TH3  UlIITED  STATES  FOR  iiUGUST , I927 

The  S-circpean  corn  borer  ha.s  been  fotind  in  eleven  nev;  counties  in  Ohio, 
extending  from  riercer  County  on  the  nest -central  border  of  the  State  to  r.Iadison 
County  in  the  south-central  part  of  the  State;  in  three  nev;  counties  (Nosciusko, 
Nells,  and  Adams)  in  Indiana;  in  tro  nen  counties  in  I.Iichigan;  in  eight  ne’.v 
counties  in  Pennsylvania,  extending  to  the  southern  border  of  the  State,  and  in 
the  eastern  part  of  the  State  to  Nor  thumb  erlanid  and  Uyoming  Counties;  and  in  one 
neu  county  in  Nev/  York  State. 

^.Thite  grubs  have  been  exceedingly  destructive  this  season  in  the  East- 
Central  Stakes  extending  from  northern  Indiana  and  Illinois  7.-estv;ard  to  Nebrasls?. 

The  fall  army’r/orm  has  been  generally  prevalent  in  the  Soutneast  and  lover 
Ilississippi  Valley,  damage  being  exceedingly  bad  in  the  Delta  region. 

Present  indications  are  that  the  Hessian  fly  v/ill  be  Guite  serious  in 
early  planted  vheat  in  Illinois,  as  the  fly  is  -.Tell  distribu.ted  and  moderately 
abundant.  The  late  summer  sui’vey  in  Maryland  indicates  that  the  fly  is  much 
mors  prevalent  in  the  ’-western  ptart  of  the  State  than  on  the  Eastern  Shore.  The 
State  average  on  the  vhole,  is  high,  being  21  per  cent. 

Throughout  the  entire  corn  belt  to  the  lo'Ter  r.assissippi  '/alley , tne 
corn  err*  norm  is  doing  the  usual  amount  of  damage  to  both  corn  and  tomatoes. 

The  chinch-bug  situation,  on  the  v/hole,  is  rather  favorc.ble,  no  serxous 
damage  having  been  reported  from  any  part  of  the  chinch- Dug  belt. 

In  the  T7est -Central  Stakes  the  a>,rmy^,7orm  is  present  in  outbreak  numbei  s. 
Reports  of  heavy  damage  have  been  received  from  Soutn  Daxota  aiid  lo  .c.. 

The  spotted  cucumber  beetle  is  uanusually  destructive  to  corn  in  the  south 
ern  part  of  the  East-Central  States  from  southern  Indiana  -^e s o •■.■rr d to  lo’.a,  ...nd 
southvard  to  Misso''rri,  the  damage  being  particularly  prevalent  in  the  overflo.. 
areas  along  the  Missouri  and  L'ississippi  Rivers.  In  a.rea.s  north  oi  this  regio^. 
the  corn  root  uorm  is  aktacleing  the  corn  and  immediately  vest  of  this  area^in 
ve stern  Nebraska  Diabroticct  virai fera  is  attacking  corn  seriously  foi  tne  first 
time  in  th?k  State. 

The  alfalfa,  veevil  ha.s  been  m.ore  destructive  in  eastern  Idaho  than  ...ny 
year  since  1921. 

The  Japanese  beetle  has  been  found  this  summer  as  far  vest  as  Uilkes- 
Barre  and  Gettysburg,  ?a.  , and  as  far  south  as  Uashington,  D.  C.  , and  Cambridge, 
!.'d.  , and  as  far  northeast  as  Bridgeport,  Connecticut. 
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In  the  llev;  ii^ngland  States  and  he”;  York  the  apple  maggot  emarged  later 
than  nsiial,  and  considerable  damage  to  fruit  is  being  reported  from  this  regior 

Present  indications  are  that  there  v/ill  he  a heavy  infestation  hy  late 
codling  moth  larvae  in  Indiana,  .Georgia,  and  Idaho. 

In  the  fruit-gr OT/ing  sections  of  I'lev;  England  and  hev;  York  the  pear 
psylla  is  again  prevalent,  nhile  .pears  are  being  seriously  damaged  by  the 
pear  tlirips  in  parts  of  California. 

The  oriental  fruit  moth  is  becoming  increasingly  abundant.  Connecticut 
reports  a general  increase  uhile  Georgia  records  the  heaviest  infestation  ever 
observed  in  the  State.  Other  reports  on  this  insect  have  been  received  from 
i.e”;  York,  Eelanare,  Maryland,  and  Oliio, 

A very  serious  infestation  of  raspberries  by  the  raspberry  fruit  norm 
has  developed  in  the  importanit  ra.spberry  and  loganberry  canning  districts  of 
Washington.  This  infestation  has  become  so  intense  that  the  fruit  earners 
are  rejecting  the  fruit  and  many  groners  have  stopped  picking. 

I'To  furhher  Mexican  fruit  norm  infestations  have  been  reported  from  Texas. 

The  citrus  thrips  has  scarred  as  high  as  SO  per  cent  of  the  crop  in 
parts  of  the  California  citrus  belt. 

The  unusually  heavy  infestations  of  the  stadk  borer  reported  in  the  last 
number  of  the  Bulletin  continued  thiroughout  August. 

The  usual  number  of  reports  on  da,ma.ge  by  blister  beetles  to  truck  crops 
is  being  received.  An  interesting  note  along  this  line  na.s  sent  in  from  Cal- 
ifornia ’There  Tegrodera  latecicta  Horn  mas  observed  damaging  alfalfa  in  Inyo 
County.  This  insect  is  a native  of  the  sage  brush  country  and  has  not  been 
observed  heretofore  as  a crop  pest. 

An  outbreak  of  the  Colorado  potroko  beetle  in  a restricted  area  in  Idaho 
is  attracting  considerable  attention,  and  the  possibility  of  eradicating  the 
pest  has  not  been  abandoned. 

The  M'exican  bean  beetle.,  is  non  veil  established  at  North  Collins  and 
Go”maida  in  me  stern  Neu  York  State,  and  along  the  northern  border  of  Pennsylvania 
eastward  to  Tioga,  Center,  and  Funtington  Counties  and  along  the  southern 
border  of  the  State  to  Lancaster  County.  No  material  advance  Iia.s  been  made  to- 
”;ard  the  South  adth  the  exception  of  a fev  counties  in  the  northern  half  of 
Georgia  and  three  counties  in  the  northeastern  corner  of  Lussissippi.  Much 
damage  is  being  reported  from-  the  east-central  infested  areas. 

The  boll-veevil  'situation  as  a aiiole  is  unfavorable.  In  the  eastern 
part  of  Texas  fe.r  more  injury  is  reported  than  usual  for  this  time  of  the  year. 
In  central  Texas  damage  does  not  , appear  to  be  serious.  In  Arkansas  the  meevil 
appeaxs  tote  mors  abundant  in  the  nestern  portion  of  the  State  than  in  any 
yea.r  since  1923;  appanently  the  eastern  portion  of  the  State  is  not  so  seri-

ously  infested  as  the  western  portion.  In  Lonisir.na  infestation  he,s  "been  com- 
plete for  at  least  10  days,  ho^-ever,  ov:ing  to  "spotted"  conditions  of  weevil  in 
festations  some  fields  are  still  malin^  cotton.  In  Mississippi  40  per  cent  of 
of  the  squares  arc  p'anctnred  in  the  hill  counties,  "being  a marhed  increase  over 
those  infested  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  month;  the  weevils  were  four  times  as 
ao'ondant  on  nagust  20  as  they  were  on  this  same  date  last  year.  'The  flooded 
areas  of  the  Dglta  are  still  practically’  free  of  the  v/eevil.  In  iila'bama  the 
weevil  nas  continned  to  mnltiply  in  enormons  nnm'Ders  in  the  south- central  part 
oi  tne  State,  and  some  fields  in  prt  of  the  Piedmont  region  v/ill  not  yield  over 
50  bolls  of  cotton  to  the  acre.  Oeorgia  vail  harvest  a very  poor  crop  of  cotton 
over  the  southern  tv.'O-thirds  of  the  State;  the  loss  is  estimated  at  from  UO  to 
pO  per  cent,  -.vhile  hundreds  of  acres  v/ill  not  be  pi  deed;  dama.ge  decreases  pro- 
gressively northv/ard.  In  South  Carolina  the  avera^^e  infestation  in  the  vicinity 
of  Florence  is  77-3^  cent;  -/eevil  infestation,  however,  v/as  generally  light 
in  this  State  a,nd  found  only  in  scattered  a,rGa.s  in  the  lower  and  iTiiddle  Piedmont 
section.  In  north  Carolina  increasing  damage  by  this  insect  is  reported  through-- 
out  the  cotton  section,  damage  being  much  more  serious  in  the  southern  counties. 

i-To  commercia.l  damage  by  cotton  flea  hoppers  is  reported  from  vthe  cotton 
belt  -Ithlhe  e::ception  of  a fev/  isolated  fields  in  parts  of  Texas. 

The  cdtton  leaf  'urm  is  decidedly  later  than  usual  this  year;  consequent  1;/ 
little  daimage  is  to  be  anticipated  to  deciduous  fruit  and  grapes  in  the  north- 
ern States,  and  the  cotton  is  so  far  advanced  that  "but  little  damage  can  result 
from  the  feeding  of  the  larvae.

The  l^exican  bean  beetle  was  found  in  Canada  for  the  first  time  on  July 
20,  at  Cedar  Springs,  Kent  County,  Ontario,  north  of  Lake  Erie.  Subsequent 
scouting  has  revealed  the  insect  at  numerous  points  in  Kent  and  Essex  Counties, 
and  isolated  collections  have  been  made  in  Halton,  York,  and  Peel  Co’ojities,  i ' ■ 
northwest  of  Lake  Ontario. 

Scouting  to  determine  the  distribution  and  spread  of  the  European  corn 
oorer  in  Ontamio  and  southern  J,uebec  is  nov/  under  way.  Preliminary  scouting 
v/orm  has  also  been  started  in  the  i-irritime  Provinces -here  this  insect  has  not 
yet  been  found. 

A widespread  outbreak  of  'he  beet  -.'ebv/erm  occurred  in  central  and  south- 
ern Sadlcatche-ran,  economic  dama^-w  chiefly  beiiog  confined  to  gardens,  n patchy 
outbreani  occurred  on  sugar  beets  in  southern  Alberta,  but  caused  no  serious  loss. 


Peports  from  central  Sasl-mtchewan  indicavte  a heavier  and  more  widespread 
infestation  of  the  red  turnip  beetle  than  has  occurred  for  many  years.  This 
species  was  also  reported  as  Quite  severe  in  the  Bulkley  valley,  E:pitish  Columbi: 


The  flax  army v/orm,  Terathra  conflgurata  W.olk.  . is  more  ahandont  than  ever 
heiore  in  certain  sections  of  sonthern  Alherta,  attacking  alfalfo,  sv/eet  clover, 
garden  flowering  plants  and  v/eeds. 

There  have  "been  fev/  reports  of  severe  catmorm  damage  from  any  part  of 
the  Dominion. 

Difiicalty  in  effectively  controlling  the  Colorado  potato  "beetle 
this  season  ovlng  to  the  frelaent  rains  aashing  off  spraying  materials,  has  heen 
reported  from  sections  of  the  Maritim.e  Provinces  and  Ontario.  In  soathern  Mani- 
tohia,  this  insect  has  decidedly  increased  in  namhers  over  192b,  hat  it  has  heen 
a serioas  pest  in  only  a fevr  localities.  Heavy  infestations  are  reported  from 
soathern  Alherta. 

The  Earopean  earv/ig  is  increasing  rapidly  in  the  Vancoaver  and  He-,-/  West- 
minster districts,  British  Colamhia,  "here  hoases  and  gardens  are  heavily  infested 

There  has  heen  a severe  oat  "creak  of  the  green  apple  aphid  in  Ontario, 

-.Thich,  in  intensity  and  daration,  has  heen  the  aorst  yet  experienced. 

Erait  tree  leaf-rollers  have  heen  very  scarce  throaglioat  the  Okanagan 
Valley,  British  Colamhia,  this  season. 

I'.amljers''  of  the  introdaced  codling  moth  parasite  Ascogaster  caraocaasae 
Vier.  have  heen  liherated  at  points  in  the  Oka.nagani  Valley  and  soatheastern 
Britisli  Colamhia.

The  infestation  of  the  spr-ace  had-.-rorm  in  the  soathern  half  of  Cape  Breton 
Island,  affecting  sprace,  halsam. , hemlock,  and  larch,  is  decidedly  less  severe  tha 
in  1920.  Spra-ce  and  halsam  trees  dead  or  dying  from  the  attack  of  this  insect 
are  heavily  infested  with  I.ionocharnas  sca,tellata-s  Say. 


The  hoase  rnoslaito,  Cu.lex  'pi  a lens  L.  has  heen  foand  developing  in  immense 
namhers  in  extensive  semistagnant  hackreaches  of  the  Ottavra  Piver  at  Hawke shary,

H,  K,  Riley  (Aug,  20):  T^ite  grubs  vzere  reported  damaging  golf 
greens  at  Culver  Military  Academy, 

P.  Plint  (August  18):  Numerous  reports  have  been  coming  in  of 
damage  by  these  insects  to  la^ns  and  field  crops.  Thus  far  all 
injury  reported  has  been  in  the  central  and  northern  counties  of 
the  State,  Grubs  are  slightly  Uxider  size  for  this  period  in  the 
second  year  of  their  growth, 

M,  H,  Swenk  (July  25  - August  25):  During  the  period  covered  by 
this  report  complaints  of  injury  by  white  grubs  have  continued  to 
come  in  steadily.  Most  of  these  complaints  refer  to  injury  to 
strawberry  beds,  as  previously,  but  some  also  describe  serious  in- 
jury in  cornfields,  and  also  in  truck  patches  to  carrots,  beets, 
onions,  and  other  vegetables  , and  still  others  to  injury  to  priv- 
et hedges,  and  to  gladiolus  and  other  plants  in  floTSter  ^rdens, 
^Vhite  grubs  have  been  exceedingly  destriuctive  this  season.

J.  N,  Tenhet  (August  17):  Twelve-acre  field  of  corn  attacked.  Corn 
is  in  silk,  and  althou^  infestation  is  heavjr,  corn  will  probably 
mature  before  damage  is  very  severe. 

H.  S,  Swinge  (July  28);  Fall  armyworm  now  moving  in  large  numbers 
from  crab  grass,  growing  in  orchards,  to  adjacent  cornfields, 

W,  P,  Flint  (August  18);  The  fall  armyworm  has  been  reported  from 
many  cornfields  in  the  southern  third  of  the  State,  The  infesta- 
tion extends  to  a little  below  the  latitude  of  St,  Louis,  All  cases 
of  injury  reported  are  from  corn.  The  ^orms  are  full-grown  and  go- 
ing into  the  pupal  stage  at  this  time,  so  that  another  brood  will 
certainly  occur  in  the  State  this  fall.  Severe  damage  to  corn  lias 
been  reported  in  several  cases. 
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J*  M,  Robinson  (Angiist  l):  The  fall  army^^vorm  is  beginning  to  show 
up  in  several  places  in  the  State,  particularly  in  the  Piedmont 
section,  \7e  have  not  determined  how  extensive  the  infestation  is, 
(August  16):  The  fall  armjnirorm  has  been  active  in  the  Piedmont  re- 
gion of  the  State,  and  they  have  grown  considerably  more  abundant 
in  the  past  week. 

R,  ¥,  Earned  (August  23);  The  southern  grassworm  has  been  very  abun- 
dant in  Mississippi  during  the  past  month,  A large  number  of  com- 
plaints accompanied  by  specimens  have  been  received  at  this  office. 
Both  cotton  and  corn  have  in  some  cases  been  quite  seriously  injur- 
ed, Specimens  collected  on  corn  have  been  received,  from  Sunflower, 
Warren,  Sharkey, .Tat e,  Washington,  Marshall,  Alcorn,  and  quitman 
Co''anties,  Sioecimens  collected  on  cotton  have  been  received  from 
-Humphreys,  Tallahatchie,  Yazoo,  Warren,  Lauderdale,  Sharkey,  Bol- 
ivar, and  Washington  Counties,  Specimens  on  sor^um  were  collected 
on  the  property  of  the  Delta  Experiment  Station lat  Stoneville  in 
Washington  County, 

P.  C,  Bishopp  (August  10);  Some  complaints  have  been  received  of 
these  worms  attacking  Bermuda  grass  and  other  pasture  grasses  in 
this  vicinity.  The  worms  appear  to  have  done  very  little  damage 
to  cotton  or  other  crops. 


WHEAT 

HESSIAN  PLY  (Phytopha^  destructor  Say) 

W,  P.  Plint  (August  18):  On  the  whole,  the  Hessian  fly  infestation 
in  Illinois  is  very  much  the  same  as  in  the  Pall  of  1926,  There 
has  been  a sli^it  increase  in  infestation  in  the  eastern  counties 
and  a sli^t  d.ecrease  in  the  southern  Counties,  while  the  infesta- 
tion in  the  central  and  west-central  counties  in  approximately  the 
same  as  last  year,  Tlie  average  infestation  for  the  State  this  year 
is  4.29  per  cent,  or  in  other  wordLS  out  of  every  100  wheat  stems  in 
the  State,  4 now  contain  flaxseeds  of  the  Hessian  Ply,  from  w'hich  a 
brood  of  adult  flies  will  begin  emerging  this  fall.  This  is  shown 
by  the  results  of  the  annual  wheat  insect  survey  which  is  cond.ucted 
each  year  during  the  first  t^'p  weeks  of  August  by  the  entomologists 
of  the  Natural  History  iurvey.  This  year  entomologists  of  the  Ped- 
eral  B-'nreau  of  Entomology  have  cooperated  in  this  work. 

One  of  the  outstanding  conditions  shown  by  the  survey  is  that 
of  the  even  distribution  of  fly  over  all  sections  covered.  In  sou- 
thern Illinois,  where  the  infestation  is  the  lightest,  a little  less  | 
than  one- third  of  the  fields  show  infestation,  but  in  other  sections  j 
of  the  State  nearly  all  fields  contained  the  fly  in  small  to  mod- 
erate numbers.  The  percentage  of  fly  killed,  by  parasites  or  other 
causes  was  fairly  hi^  in  southern  Illinois,  and.  about  normal  in 
the  other  sections. 
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S'onming  up  the  results  of  the  Survey,  apparently  will  ha.ve 
very  close  to  normal  emergence  of  the  Hessian  fly  this  fall.  That 
is,  the  main  urood  will  com.e  out  on  aoout  the  average  date*  Appar- 
ently the  hrood  will  he  rather  well  hunched  and  not  scattered  out 
as  is  the  case  in  some  yea^rs.  There  is  likely  to  he  a moderately 
heavy  infestation  in  early- sov/n  wheat  in  the  eastern  and'  central 
parts  of  the  State,  with  a li^xt  infestation  in  early- sown  wheat 
in  southern  and  v-estern  Illinois,  The  fly-free  date  will  prohahly 
hold  very  close  to  those  indicated  on  the  enclosed  map  this  year, 
Ihe  fly  has  canased  very  little  dama.ge  in  Illinois  drring  the 
last  few  years,  hut  it  is  in  a good  position  to  come  hack  strong 
if  early  seeding  is  generally  practiced  in  any  section, 

C.  C,  Hill  and  H,  D.  Smith  (August  19)L  The  following  table  sho-^s 
the  percentage  of  wheat  culms  found  infested  with  the  Hessian  Hly. 
The  infestation  was  much  limiter  on  the  Eastern  Shore  than  in  west- 
ern Maryland,  The  average  coi^nty  infestation  for  the  State  was  12 
per  cent  as  compared  with  2 per  cent  infestation  fonnd  in  1925  and 


1926.

H.  S,  Swingle  (July  28):  The  corn  ea.r  w^orm  is  causing  considera- 
ble damage  to  late  corn  in  this  section.  In  one  field  as  hi^ 
as  five  larvae  were  found  feeding  on  the  top  of  a sin^gle  plant. 
Practically  every  plant  in  one  section  of  the  field  was  injured. 
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E,  W.  Mendenhall  (August  18):  The  corn  ec?u  worm  is  very  serious 
and  genera.!  in  Ohio  this  year. 

J,  J.  Davis  (July  30):  The  corn  ear  w7orm  has  been  reported  within 
the  past  few  d'^ys  eating  into  the  developing  tassels  of  corn  from 
Indianapolis,  Rushville,  a.nd  Campbells  burg, 

H.  K.  Riley  (August  20):  The  corn  ear  worm  v/a.s  reported  damaging 
sweet  corn  at  Huitington  and  Tarsam,  anl  popcorn  at  Cicero, 

C,  H.  Ainslie  (August  13):  Sw’eet  corn  in  gardens  is  almost  univer-

C.  I'T.  Ainslie  (August  26):  The  cold  'oet  spring  of  the  present 
j'-ear  retarded  the  planting  and  germination  of  corn  to  such  an  ex- 
tent that  adults  of  the  corn  ear  norm  had  practically  disappeared 
"before  the  ears  developed  silk.  As  a result  almost  no  injury  is 
"being  done  "by  this  pest  this  year  in  the  territory  tributary  to 
Sioux  City,  hany  fields  of  corn,  even  at  this  date,  are  just  in 
the 'fresh  silk  stage  and  it  is  possi'de  that  moths  may  appear  in 
time  to  oviposit  "before  the  silk  dries,  in  nhich  ca-se  another 
"brood  may  develop. 

R.  17.  Horned  (August  22)  : Ccmplaints  in  regard  to  the  corn  ear 
’"orm  or  cotton  "boll  norm  have  "been  received  recently  from  several 
localities.  Corn  V7a.s  the  crop  "being  injured  at  Yazoo  City  in 
Yazoo  County,  Roxie  in  Franklin  County,  and  Lcrena  in  Smith  Cour^a*. 
Cotton  nas  "being  injured  at  Lamkin,  Pitta  Yuma,  and  Suter  in  Shark- 
ey County,  Yazoo  City  in  Yazoo  County,  a.nd  Hollandale  in  Washing- 
ton County.

R.  W.  Earned  (August  22);  Only  one  complaint  has  "been  received 
recently  in  regard  to  the  lesser  corn  stalk  "borer.  Specimens  of 
this  insect  collected  on  sorghum  \7ere  received  on  August  12  from 
the  Delta  Experiment  Station  at  Stoneville. 

CHIHGH  FCG-  (Dli  ssus  leucouterus  Say) 

Y.  P.  Flint  (July  19):  J.  K.  Bigger  has  just  completed  a survey 
of  chinch  "bug  conditions  in  the  area  -jhich  v;as  rnnst  hea.vily  infested 
in  the  early  spring.  In  spite  of  the  heavy  rains  during  Hay  and 
June,  enough  "bugs  Ir^-ve  survived  to  cause  some  damage  in  the  south 
central  counties.  A month  ago  it  seemed  impossi'ble  that  any  damage 
from  this  insect  could  occur  in  this  section,  but  a period  of  ap- 
proximately 25  days  vdthout  rain  has  enabled  the  chinch  bug  to  ccme 
back  in  surprisingly  large  numbers  in  some  sections.  If  the  remain- 
der of  the  Slammer  continues  moderately  dry,  there  ’Till  be  a chance 
for  a sufficient  number  of  second  brood' 'bugs  in  this  region  to  cause 
serious  damage  in  I92S.  (August  IS):  Durir.g  the  past  month  there 
has  been  several  reports  of  chinch-bug  damage  in  the  south-central 
counties  and  tv.-o  rather  isolated  reports  of  damage  in  the  north- 
central  counties.  The  actual  loss  from  this  insect  in  the  State 
this  year  v/ill  be  rather  small. 

h.  H.  Snenk  (July  25-AugUEt  25):  Continued  cool  -eatlier  during 
August,  together  vn.th  one  or  more  heavy  rains  in  most  localities 
in  southeastern  Nebraska  -here  the  chinch  bug  has  been  troublesome 
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during  the  past  several  seasons,  has  apparently  had  the  effect  of 
still  f^^rtheir- reducing  the  numhers  of  thi  s':^t through  interference 
rath  the  development  of  the  second  hrood.  The  -.veother  of  the  entire 
spring  and  summer  of  I927  has -acted  adversely  to  this  insect,  and  a 
diminution  of  its  injuries  is  expected  in  most  localities  in  this 
State  next  year*  In  some  localities,  hov/ever.,.  the.  second  "brood  is 
now  present  in  the  cornfields  in  a fair  a'bundance,

¥.  P,  Flint  (July  I9) : iThile  there  have  been  no  serious  armyv/orm 
outbreaks,  a moderate  number  of  larvae  can  be  found  in  cornfields 
in  nearly  any  section  of  the  State. 

C.  J.  Drake  (August  2) : Army nor ms  occur  in  large  numbers  in  the 
counties  of  Franklin,  Hardin,  and  lov/a*.  In  a b5-acre  field  of  03,ts 
in  Hardin  County,  ne  found  the  caterpillars  beneath  the  shocks  of 
oats  to  run  from,  almost  100  to  over  400  per  shock.  YiTneii  shocking 
the  oats  the  farmer  counted -142  arm.y’Torms  beneath  a single  bundle. 

The  \7orms  vary  in  size  from  about  one -third  grcvni  to  mature  cater- 
pillars, In  loviia  County  a couple  of  fields  of  corn  have  been  badly 
injured  by  armynorms,  the  caterpillars  migrating  from  oat  fields. 

H.  C.  Severin  (August  S);  Damage  reported  by  the  armyuorm  to  small 
grain  and  corn,  especially  in  old  Lake  beds  in  Wilmot  and  Ortley 
Counties. 

BLACK  CUTWORM  (Agroti s ypsilon  Rott, ) 

W.  P,  Flint  (July  19)^  Conditions  have  been  very  favorable.  Damage 
by  this  species  of  cutuorm.  has  been  reported  from  all  parts  of  Illino: 
In  many  cases  the  larvae  are  still  vrorking  on  corn  uhich  is  S to  20 
inches  high,  ’There  they  are  attacking  corn  of  this  si^e  they  usually 
bore  into  the  lovjer  paxt  of  the  stalk,  oftentimes  entering  the  stalk. 
Actual  counts  of  da’m^e  by  these  v/orrns  in  one  of  the  central  countie 
shop  a destruction  of  the'  corn  amounting  to  from  I5  to  4^  per  cent  0 
the  hills.  Some  fields  have  been  so  severely  damaged  that  they  ha.ve 
•been  abandoned. 

CORK  ROOT  APHID  (Aphi s mai di -radio i s Forbes) 

K.  C.  SYi-llivan  (July  29).*  The  corn  root  louse  is  unusually  bad  this 
season,  and  ue  are  receiving  inquiries  from  all  sections  of  the  State. 

M.  H.  Suenk  (July  25-AugU3t  25):  Complaints  of  injury  by  the  corn  rc: 
aphid  referred  to  in  my  last  report  continued  through  the  month  of  Jul 

SPOTTED  CQ CUtlBER  BEETLE  (Diabrotica  du 0 d e c impunc t a t a Fab.  ) 

J.  J.  Davis  (July  3'^)'  southern  corn  root  \7orm  continues  to  be 

reported  from  various  sectiois  of  the  State,  especially  central 
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Indiana,  as  a serious  pest  of  corn.  Today  v^e  received  oui’  first  re- 
ports of  injury  by  the  beetles,  since  early  reports  this  spring,  the 
report  coming  from  Shelby-viHe  v/here  the  beetles  'vere  damaging 
garden  beans,  eating  intc  the  green  pods. 

H,  K.  Riley  (August  20)  : The  southern  corn  root  '.'/orm  'oas  reported 
as  seriously  damaging  corn  at  Chalmers  Au<gast  5* 

W.  P,  Flint  (July  19):  i.IanjT-  specimens  of  this  insect  are  beir^  sent 
in  from  southern  and  central  Illinois.  Damage  by  these  larvae  is 
not  confined  t:  the  bottom  lands  but  is  rather  general  in  fields 
nher 8 a heavy  growth  of  clover  or  seed  clover  occurred  during  the 
early  spring  and  -.vhich  were  plowed  late.  n.s  is  usually  the  case, 

it  is  reported  causing  serious  damage  to  the  bottom  lands  along  the 
rivers  which  v/ere  overflov/ed  during  the  eoxlj  spring. 

C.  J.  Drake  (August  2):  The  scuthern  corn  root  vrarra  is  extremely 
abundant  in  southeastern  Iowa.  On  one  farm  inLee  County  SOO  acres 
of  corn  were  badly  infested  by  the  beetle.  A number  of  other  reports, 
w^ere  received  from  southeastern  Iowa.  The  adult  beetles  of  the 
first  generation  are  emerging  very  rapidly  at  the  present  time. 

X.  C.  Sullivan  (July  29)  : The  southern  corn  root  worm  is  causing 
unusual  damage  to  the  corn,  especially  the  late  corn  which  has  been 
planted  in  the  cverflovj  areas  along  the' Mi ssour i and  Mississippi 
Rivers.  In  these  places  the  injury  is  ''ddespread  and  the  loss  wdll 
be  tremendous. 

CORN  ROOT  NCRM  (Piabr ot ica  longicorni s Say) 

-^1  Flint  (August  IS)  : Several  reports  of  serious  damage  by  the 
northern  corn  root  v;orm  ha.ve  come  in  from  the  central  Illinois 
counties.  In  all  cases  the  injury  occurred  where  corn  had  fol- 
low'ed  corn. 

M.  H.  So-’enk  (July  25-Aagust  25):  Corn  root  worms  ha.ve  been  the  out- 
standing pest  to  the  corn  crop  of  Nebraska  during  the  past  month. 
Complaints  of  mD.ch  falling  corn  due  to  the  destruction  cf  the  root 
system  by  the  v/e stern  corn  root  worm  began  to  be  received  by  the  end 
of  July,  and  have  kept  coming  in  unabated  tc  the  present  da.te.  Al- 
though this  trouble  is  general  over  eastern  Nebraska,  it  is  w-orst 
in  the  northeastern  corner,  from  Knox,  Antelope,  Madison,  and  Dodge 
Counties  east  and  north  to  the  Missouri  River.  In  many  localities 
in  this  area  hundreds  of  acres  of  corn  have  been  seriously  injured 
and  follo'-dng  hecr/y  rains  the  corn  ha.s  largely  gone  do-rm.  in  ma.ny 
fields.  Expectations  of  reduced  2^ields  because  of  this  trouble  are 
freely  expressed  by  farmers  in  this  region;  one  correspondent  states 
that  he  would  not  get  more  than  10  bushels  to  the  acre  in  a corn- 
field that  yielded  ^0  bushels  to  the  acre  last  year.  In  western,  and 
especially  in  soutinvestern  Nebrastza,  similar  trouble,  due  to  the 
Colorado  corn  root  w/orm,  Diabrot icc.  viraif era  Lee.  a pest  not  here- 
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t of  ore  found  in  Nebraska  by  ns,  has  been  reported  fnring  the  same 
period.  This  infestaticn  and  'injnfy  seeh  most  severe  in  Hitchcock 
and  E.ed  Willov;  Corinties,'  but  extend  nor t to  Danes  County. 

A Ip/TREWORM  (Monocf  enidius  vespea-tinns  Dab . ) 

J.  N.  Tenhet  (August  IS):  A month ' ago*  t hi  s click  beetle  ’oas  present 
in  large  numbers  in  leaf  shea,ths  of  corn,  and  could  be  readily  taken 
at  trap  lights.  At  this  date honever , they  are  becoming  very  scauce 
and  are  difficult  to  find  in  any  numbers.  Evidently  the  period  of 
adult  activity  is  about  at  an  end  for  this  season. 

M.  H.  Sv/enk  (July  25 -August  25):  During  the  first  week  in  August  an 
abandancd  of  beetles  of  the  southern  corn  .nir  ev/orm  Ho  no  cr  e:pi  dius 
V e spent inu s na s reported  from  a cornfield  in  Clay  County. 

mRENOHHS  (Elateridae) 

K,  C.  Sullivan  (July  29):  It  seems  that  nirenorms  are  cansing  more 
than  ordinary  injury  to  corn,  especially  in  southern  Missouri* 

SEED ■ CORN  BEETLE ' ( Agonoderus  pallipes  Eab. ) 

■M.  H,  Swenk  (July  25-August  25) There  has  been  an  abundance  of  the 
seed  corn  ground  beetle  in  certain  cornfields  in  eastern  Nebraska 
during  the  present  season. 

ALE  ALFA 

PEA  APHID  (lllincia  pi  si  Kalt. ) 

C.  Wakeland  (July  29) : During  tlie  iDast  seasons  the  pea  aphid  has 
been  of  greater  or  less  abundance  in  nearly  all  alfalfa  fields.  In 
a feu  fields  in  the  past  it  has  been  observed  in  countless  numbers 
but  the  alfalfa  had  made  good  grov/th  before  the  infestations  became 
Large  and  no  special  injury  could  be  attributed  to  it.  This  season 
alfalfa  plants  became  heavily  infested  v/hile  they  uere  still  small, 
grouth  of  alfalfa  uas  slow,  owing  to  the  cool  weather,  and  the  aphids 
killed  back  the  first  crop  completely  in  many  fields  and  retarded 
second  growth.  In  two  instances  grov/ers  ap]plied  granular  calcium 
cyanide  and  report  that  they  are  v/ell  satisfied  with  results,  for 
they  obtained  a first  cutting  of  alfalfa  v.iiich  more  than  paid  for  the 
expense  of  the  treatment.  Parasites  \7ere  luite  numerous  in  the  in- 
fested fields  from,  the  start  and  before  the  first  crop  was  ready  to 
cut  they  had  almost  completely  destroyed  the  aphids.  Lady  beetles, 
an  undetermined  species  of  syrphus  fly,  and  two  undetermined  species 
of  hymenopt erous  parasites  were  of  greo.test  importance.  It  v/as  inter 
esting  that  control  would  be  'established  in  one  field  by  lady  beetles 
in  another  by  syrphus  flies,  etc. , but  that  all  species  of  parasites 
did  not  occur  abundantly  in  the  same  field. 
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ALFALFA  V/ESVIL  (Fhytcnorms  posti  cus  Gyll. ) 

C.  Wakeland  (July  29):  The  alfalfa  rreevil  has  been  more  destructive 
in  eastern  Idaho  than  it  has  been  since  1921.  In  the  extreme  east- 
ern part  of  the  State,  "here  it  has  been  of  no  eccncmic  importance 
before,  it  caused  heavy  loss  on  first -crop  alfalfa  and  ha.s  greatly 
retarded  the  grouth  of  the  second  crop.  In  the  G-rimm  seed  district 
of  eastern  Idaho  it  v.’as  abundant  enough  in  seme  fields  this  season 
to  justify  spraying  but  it  has  been  of  so  little  importance  during 
the  preceding  tv;o  years  that  growers  were  unprepared  for  spraying 
this  season.  In  western  Idaho  l.arvae  became  Q.uite  abundant  in  a 
fev/  fields  and  spraying  was  done.  In  general,  however,  infestations 
v;ere  so  light  th_a.t  savings  resulting  from  spraying  would  not  have 
justified  the  expense. 

A SOLDI FR  BEETLE  (Tegrodera  latecincta  Horn) 

T.  D.  Urbahns  (July  16)  : On  this  date  J.  'V.  Dixon  reported  soldier 
beetles,  T egroder a late cincta . as  invading  alfalfa  fields  near  the 
native  sage  brush,  feeding  on  the  young  shoots  and  che cld. ng  the 
growth.  TiThile  the  insect  is  a native  and  usually  present,  this  was 
the  first  time  it  has  been  observed  as  damaging  cultivated  plants 
near  Manzanax , Inyo  County. 


OFIOF  THRIPS  (Thrins  tabaci  L. ) 

L.  K.  Sv.^enk  (July  25-August  25)  J The  onion  thrips  appeared  this 
summer  in  the  alfalfa  fields  in  the  valley  north  of  Harrison,  Sioux 
County,  where  it  is  apparently  interfering  very  serir'usly  with  the 
prospective  alfalfa  seed  yield,  by  blasting  the  alfalfa  blossoms. 

BLACK  BLISTER  BEETLE  (Euicauta  pennsvlvanica  DeG. ) 

n.  H.  Swenk  (July  25-August  25):  The  small  black  blister  beetle 
was  reported  as  connon,  but  doing  no  great  damage,  in  an  alfalfa 
field  in  Saunders  County  during  the  second  week  in  August. 

A MYRIAPOD  (Pclydesmus  serratus ) 

M.  H.  Swenk  (July  HS-Au.gust  29)  : The  myriapod  Pclydesmus  serratus 
apperxed  in  unusual  abundance  in  the  alfalfa  and  small  grains 
fields  of  Merrick  and  York  Counties  during  the  last  week  in  July, 
where  it  attracted  attention  by  migrating  at  night  in  large  numbers, 
and  hiding  in  the  daytime  under  grain  shocks,  or  any  other  objects 
on  the  ground. 


CLOVER 


CLOVER  SEED  MIDGE  (Pasvneura  leguminicola  Lintn.  ) 

C.  Hakeland  (July  29):  Very  destructive  in  clover  seed  fields  in 
southwestern  Idaho  this  season.  In  the  Emmett  and  Nev;  Plymouth 
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districts.  90  per  cent  of  the  first  crop  of  seed  was  destroyed  in 
some  instances.,  and  the  loss,  .in  a.ll  .fields  was  heavy.  Infestation 
is  .great  only  on  year-old'  fields,  ambimting  prohahly  to  not  more 
than  10  per  cent  in  fields  seeded  in  1926. 

CLOVER  APHID.  ( Anurayhi s baker i Cowan) 

C.  Vfakeland  (July  29)ij  .Clover  fields  unusually  heavily  infested 
this  season  forced,  many  growers  to  cut  the  first  crop  for  hay  and 
to  try-,to  produce  seed  on  second, crop*  Many  fields  so  handled 
are  in  their  second  seed  year  and  will  ;pr6'duee  little  seed  on  sec- 
ond crop  so  that- the  clover  aphid  is  responsible  for  a heavy  re- 
dnction  of  seed  yield.  Also,  on  first-year  crops  second  crop  seed 
wj.ll  probably  be  li^it  because  of  prolonged' cod  cloudy  weather 
fo.l.icwing  the  clipping  of-  the  first,. crop  which  permitted  second 
crop  to  start  growth  immediately  arid  furnish  food  and  protection 
for  surviving  aphids,  Ihere  will  be  much  "honeydewed"  seed  this 
fall,  '

C.  Nakeland  (-July  29):  The  attack  of  the  red  spider  is  coming  later 
than  usual  in  orchards  but  it  is  nov;  severe.  Prune  trees  are  being 
rapidly  defoliated,  and  spraying  for  control  is  being  done.  Since 
early  spring  it  has  been  abundant  aro’und  house  foundations  and  in 
gardens,  causing  severe  injury  to  flowers  and  ornamentals.

C.  R.  Crosby  (i  assistants  (July  15):  Serious  infestations  have 
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heen  foiond  all  over  the  State,  Many  growers  are  applying  special 
control  measrires.  In  general  the  infestations  on  pear  are  li^t. 
The  fruit  on  hearing  trees  is  being  attached.  (August  13):  Inju- 
ry from  the  green  apple  aphid  has  heen  common  throu^out  the  State. 
At  the  present  time,  because  of  the  activity  of  parasites  and  pre- 
dators, little  darriage  is  hein^  dons,  "liile  this  certainly  was  an 
outbreak  year  the  damage  in  general  was  not  quite  so  serious  as 
in  1918,  Commercial  orchards  show  some  blackening  of  the  fruit 
and  leaves  but  it  is  not  likely  that  much  fnoit  is  deformed  or  wil 
be  blacken''^d  uiD  by  harvest, 

B,  A,  Porter  (August  27):  'The  severe  infestations  reported  last 
month  have  m-ostly  subsided,  after  the  aphids  had  caused  severe 
damage  in  many  orchards, 

C.  Wakeland  (July  29):  The  apple  aphid  is  much  more  abundant  in 
all  apple  orchards  this  season  than  usual,  noticeably  few  para- 
sites present. 

ROSY  APPLE  APKIL  (Anur aphis  roseus  Baker) 

C.  Wakeland  (July  29):  Heaviest  infestations  of  this  8.phid  in  ap- 
ple orchards  that  have  occurred  for  at  least  seven  years.  They 
remained  on  the  trees  ^mtil  July  1 in  some  instances  and  caused 
a great  many  shr'onken  and  deformed  apples. 

WOOLLY  APPLE  APHID  (Eriosoma  lani  me  rum  Hausm. ) 

J.  J.  Da. vis  (August  l):  The  woolly  apple  aphid  is  abundant  throu^- 
out  the  State  but  apparently  of  no  economic  importance  regardless 
of  its  frequent  occurrence, 

H,  K.  Riley  (A-Ugust  20):  The  woolly  apple  aphid  was  reported  from 
Liberty  Au^gust  6, 

RSD-HUlviPED  CATERPILLAR  ( Schi zura  concinna  S.  & A.  ) 

A.  Bourne  (August  18):  Red-himipad  caterpillars  have  began  to 
make  their  appea.rance  and  their  conspicuous  work  h3.s  been  the 
cause  of  numerous  complaints.  From  our  observations  to  date  I 
should  figure  they  were  about  normal  in  abundance,  infestation  not 
being  so  serious  as  was  the  case  last  year, 

CODLING-  MOTH  ( .Carpo6aPSa  pomonella  L. ) 

J.  J-  Davis  (A-Ugust  l):  The  weather  diaring  July  was  ideal  for  cod- 
ling-moth  development,  and  the  infestation  in  southern  Indiana  is 
again  threatening 

B,  A.  Porter  (August  27):  Weather  conditions  continue  unfavorable 
to  the  rapid  development  of  the  codling  moth.  Indications  are 
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that  the  third  trood  will  he  extrexiiely  li^it.  In  orchards  where 
the  spraying  has  been  pcorly  done  the  worms  are  moderately  ahim- 
dant,  hilt  growers  who  have  sprayed  with  reasonable  thoroughness 
have  had  very  much  less  difficulty  in  controlling  the  worms  tbian 
was  experienced  in  1925  and  1926. 

P.  M.  Seeley  (July  29):  The  codling  moth  is  doing  unusually  hea- 
vy damage  to  apples  in  northern  Georgia, 

N.  P.  Plint  (July  19):  Adults  of  the  second  brood  codling  moth 
started  emerging  in  southern  Illinois  about  July  6.  Hnergence 
has  been  rather  slow  in  this  section.  In  central  Illinois,  emer- 
gence started  on  July  14.  According  to  our  observations  at  pres- 
ent, the  conditions  in  the  commercial  orchards  of  the  State  are 
much  better  than  was  the  case  one  year  ago.  The  weather  of  the 
season  bias  been  favorable  to  the  development  of  the  codling-moth 
larvae  and  considerably  greater  effort  has  been  made  on  the  part 
of  orchardists  to  keep  down  this  insect.  In  poorly  sprayed  or- 
chards, however,  the  present  infestation,  which  is  by  first  brood 
larvae,  will  run  from  10  to  18  per  cent,  according  to  fig’ures 
gathered  by  Mr.  Bigger  in  the  orchard  sections  of  western  Illi- 
nois. 

C.  Nakeland  (July  29):  The  late,  cool  season  ca'osed  an  exception- 
ally light  infestation  of  first-brood  larvae,  Pirst-brood  larvae 
are  still  em^erging  in  large  numbers  from  the  apples,  which  means 
there  will  be  a late  infestation  of  second-brood  larvae.  Because 
of  spray-residue  problem  most  growers  will  not  spray  after  Augnst 
1,  so  it  appears  probable  that  there  will  be  a hea'/y  infestation 
of  late  worms. 

APPLE  AILD  THOPN  SKELETON  I ZSB  (Hemerophila  pariarn  Clerck) 

C.  P.  Crosby  and  assistants  (August  16):  The  infestation  in  the 
Hudson  Valley  is  confined  almost  exclusively  to  neglected  or- 
chards, Even  here  the  infestation  is  li^t.  Inyory  is  noticea- 
ble in  the  s-outhern  part  of  wa;}ne  and  Monroe  Counties.  Many  or- 
chards which  are  neglected  or  poorly  cared  for  are  found  infested 
in  Tompkins,  Cayn^,  Cortland,  Madison,  Schuyler,  Steuben,  Seneca, 
Ontario,  and  Yates  Counties. 

EASTEPN  -TEiTT  CATEPPILLAE  (Malacosoma  am.ericana  Pab.  ) 

P.  P.  Smith  (Augrst):  In  Philadelphia  vicinity,  the  species  con- 
^nued  to  be  present  in  large  numbers  d-oring  1927.  Some  reason 
for  this  should  be  found.  Prom  material  reared  out  d'oring  1925 
it  would  seem  that  secondary  parasites  were  a factor  in  limiting 
the  uombers  of  primary  parasites 
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APPLE  MdGGOT'  (Pdia gjoletis  ponionella  Walsh) 

•A.  I,  Bourne  (Augu.st  13):  The  railroad  worm  to  6.ate  does  not  ap- 
pear to  ha  quite  so  a'Duniant  as  last  year;  nevertheless,  early 
varieties  of  fruit  which  are  haing  harvested  show  considerable 
infestation.  It  is  a little  too  early  to  forecast  what  condition 
■will  be  on  the  main  ahd  late  season  varieties,  Jiodging  from  the 
flies  it  will  not  be  quite  so  severe  an  infestation,

CITEUS  THE IPS  (Euthrips  citri  Moulton) 

E.  A,  McGregor  (Augast  7):  She  citrus  tlirips  is  ■’onusnally  severe 
this  year.  Many  nnsprayed  groves  are  showing  thrips  scarring  to 
the  extent  of  60  to  80  per  cent  of  the  crop#  The  resulting  low- 
ering of  the  grade  will  mean  a very  material  loss  to  growers  who 
failed  to  follow  proper  control  practice.  Even  groves  the  spray- 
ing of  which  was  ill-timed  are  going  to  pay  the  penalty  this  year, 

AIT  AET  (Solenopsis  sp, ) 

Monthly  Hews  Letter  of  the  Los  Angeles  Plortic,  Comm.  (August  15): 
A medium  sized  bi-color  ant,  Solenopsis  sp,  , commonly  known  as  the 
fire  ant  on  account  of  the  burning  sensation  resulting  from  its 
bite,  has,  according  to  PI.  M,  Armitage,  Deputy  Horticul tiiral  Com- 
missioner, Los  Angeles  County,  recently  been  observed  as  causing 
serious  in jory  to  tree  citrons  in  the  La  Habra  Heists  section 
east  of  'Whittier.  Approximately  six  acres  of  five-year  old  trees 
were  found  to  be  infested,  the  ants  feeding  on  the  blossoms  and 
stems  of  newly  setting  fruit  as  well  as  on  the  bark  of  some  of 
the  smaller  and  more  tender  branches.  The  manager  for  the  prop- 
erty stated  that  practically  the  entire  first  crop  of  fruit  for 
this  season  had  already  been  destroyed*  While  this  ant  is  of  more 
or  less  general  distribution  throu^out  southern  California,  and 
is  rather  omnivorous  in  its  feeding  habits,  this  is  the  first  rec- 
ord of  its  being  injuriop-s  to  an  economic  host  in  this  co'ontry. 
Control  measures  are  being  worked  out  by  the  Comity  Horticnltural 
Commissioner’s  Office  in  cooperation  with  the  owner^s  agents. 
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G-MSSHOPPSRS  (Acrididae) 

Arizona  iJews  Letter  (July  31):  Grasshoppers  were  found  to  liave 
injured  citrus  trees  during  July,  Cases  were  observed  where  the 
major  part  of  the  foliage  had  been  eaten  away  by  the  grasshoppers. 
In  several  instances  the  twigs  and  branches  were  girdled  by  the 
eating  habits  of  the  hoppers, 

CICADA  (Species  undetermined) 

Arizona  hews  Letter  (July  31);  Cicadas  injured  a nunber  of  new- 
ly Set  citrus  trees  in  a nimber  of  plantings  in  the  Salt  River 
Valley,  The  injury  is  caused  by  the  female  cicada  in  the  act  of 
depositing  eggs  in  the  young  tender  twigs.  Sometimes  the  twig 
growth  is  entirely  killed  but  more  often  it  so  weakened  that  it 
easily  breaks  at  the  point  of  injury.

Tk  E.  Britton  (Angnst  24):  :The  stalk  Borer  has  Been  reported  from 
TnimBull , Hamden,  lUgganuiiii  Salem,  *Sontli  Britain,  Korth  Haven,  and 
Pamfret.  It:  attacks  dahlias  as.  oTell  as  corn,. 

P.  J.  Chapman.  ( July  25)  Prom  the'nniiiBer  of  specimens  sent  in  and 
from  oBservations  made  in  varicns  parts  of  the  State,  the  common- 
stalk  Borer  appears  to  Be  much  more  common  and  injnrions  this  sea- 
son than  last.  It  has  Been  reported  attacking  nnmerons  kinds  of 
plants, 

J.  J.  Davis.  (Jaly  30) : ' The,  stalk  Barer  continues  as  a comnon  pest. 
The  specimens-  non  Being  received  :axe  naticeaBly  larger  and  lack 
tlie  conspicapn s'-  stripes  of  the.  yotniger  larvae.  Reports  since  July 
20  have  come  • from  Pierce  ton,  Pt.Uayhe,  Hartsville,  Richmond,  La 
Payette,  Bosnell,  AmBoy,  Logansport,  and  LiBerty.  Uhile  most  of 
rhe  reports  indicate  corn  as  the  host,  a fen  reports  relate  to  to- 
mato, Beans,  and  hollyhock,  etc, 

K.  Riley  (August  20):  The  stalk  Borer  continues  to  Be  a common 
pest,  the  larvae  sent  in  Being  almost  full-gro^m.  Reports  have 
come  in  from  several  localities  since  August  1. 

U.  P.  Plint  (July  l:9)-Prom  ten  to  fifteen  letters  concerning  this 
insect  liave  Been  received  daily  for  the  past  month  or  six  \7eeks. 

In  several  sections  of  the  State,  particularly  the  northcentral 
part,  the  insect  is  certainly  consideraBly  more  aBundant  than  usual 
Examinations  of  th.e  marginal  rous  of  cornfields  in  central  Illinois 
show  a damiage  of  from  2 to  20  per  cent  caused  By  this  insect.  In 
most  cases  only  a small  fraction  of  one  per  cent  of  the  corn  is  in- 
jured in  the  center  of  the  field.  In  some  cases,  ho’Tever,  ’.There 
fields  uere  luite  grassy  and  needy  in  the  fall  of  192e,  damage  By 
this  insect  nould  Be  found  all  over  the  field.  The  larvae  are  ap- 
proaching nmturity  in  the  southern  part  of  the  State.  (August  18) : 
Specimens  of  this  insect  are  still  Being  received  in  consideraBle 
num-Bers,  and  from  a very  rade  variety  of  plants.  The  larvae  are 
practically  full-grom  at  the  present  time.  But  no  p-apae  have  Been 
found  to  date, 

H.  C.  Severin  (August  8):  Phile  the  common  stalk  Borer  v,as  proBaBly 
unusually  aBundant  this  year,  m.any  of  our  inquiries  are  due  to  puB- 
licity  of  the  European  corn  Borer. 

X.  C.  Siullivan  (July  29)  : The  stalk  Borer  has  Been  unusually  Bad 
throughout  the  entire  State.  Its  attack  on  grouing  corn  has  Been 
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very  noticeable  and  due  to  the  fact  that  farmers  are  on  the  lookout 
for  the  European  corn  borer,  v/e  receive  from  one  to  twelve  speci- 
mens almost  every  day. 

l'.i.  H.  Sv.«nk  (July  25-August  25):  During  the  period  covered  by  this 
report,  the  presence  of  the  stalk  borer  in  both  field  corn  and 
sweet  corn  stalks  has  been  very  frequently  reported.  These  reports 
have,  come  from  the  same  area  as  the  complaints  of  injury  mentioned 
in  my  last  report.  About  S5  per  cent  of  the  complaints  tnat  have 
been  received  since  July  25  have  related  to  infestation  Ox  corn- 
stalks, the  rest  to  miscellaneous  thick-stemmed  plant s , including 
certain  v;eeds  such  as  sunflower  and  v/ild  nemp.  ihe  specimens  sent 
in  during  the  past  week  have  been  mostly  pupae  ra^^her  tnan  full- 
grown  larvae  as  was  previously  the  case.

C.  T/akeland  (JpAy  29):  Tuo  outbreaks  of  the  Colorado  potato  beetle 
have  been  combated  in  southern  Idaho  this  season.  C:at,bre;aks  in 
1924  and  1925  had  been  stamped  out  and  the  same  methods  employed 
then  have  been  follo’-^ed  this  season.  The  large  com-nercial  produc- 
tion areas  of  southern.  Idaho  are  free  from  this  pest  and  all  con- 
cerned are  endeavoring  to  keep  them  so.'  Parmer s,  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Agricultu-re , and  the  University  of  Idaho  are  cooperating  in 
the  uork-  E.xperience  leads  us  to  believe  that  if  ue  kacu  of  the  in- 
festation. soon  enough  he  can  stam-p ' i t.  out  completely  and- keep 
southern  Idaho  free  from  potato  bugs  indefinitely.  Investigations 
are  being  made  to.  determine  the  source  of  infestation. 

TOMnTO  YORM  (Prot onar ce  sexta  J ohan. ) 

C.  C.  Compton  ( magus t 12):  The  tomato  norm  is  more  numerous  than 
usual,  No  severe  injury  is  being  done  because  of  the  heavy  gro-ith 
of  tomato  vines  this  year.  Parasites  are  noticeably  ab<=!ent, 

LESSER  BULB  PLY  (Eumeris  M rigatus  Pallen) 

R.  L.  Uebster  (gugast  3)-  Damage  to  a 4-acre  potato  field-  uas  re- 
ported by  Elmer  E'.  Osborn,  Perndale,  to  the  Experiment  Station  at 
Pullman.  I visited  this  field  July  21  in  company  uith  C.  P.  Dou- 
cette, of  the  Bureau.  In  no  case  did  v;e  find  any  maggots  in  grou- 
ing  tubers,  although  numerous  larvae  mere  seen  in  the  old  rottirg 
seed  pieces.  This  field  mas  located  several  miles  from  any  com- 
mercial bulb  plantings. 

POTATO  APHID  (lllinoia  solanif olii  Aehm. ) 

C.  R.  Crosby  and  assistants  (July  I5)  : 'On  Long  Island  a number  of 
important  infestations  have  been  found  and  control  measures  are 
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being  applied.  It  seems  likely  that  serious  loss  rrill  result. 

Moderately  serions  infestations  have  been  fowid  in  Orange  and 
Ulster  Coimties.

L.  W.  Brannon  (August  12):  This  insect  is  continuing  to  be  one  of 
the  T7orst  pests  in  this  district  (Birmingham),  and  adults  and 
nymphs  are  doing  serious  damage  to  collards,  cabbage,  and  turnips.

R.  W.  Harned  (August  22):  The  harlequin  bug  continues  to  be  Guite 
serious  on  cabbage  and  collard  plants  in  different  sections  of  the 
State.

DIAM01E)-BACK  MOTH  (Plutella  maculinennis  Cart.) 

R,  L.  Parker  (August  l):  This  insect  undoubtedly  has  been  infest- 
ing cabbage  in  this  locality  (Manhattan)  for  tuo  or  three  years.

R.  W.  Leiby  (August  I5) : Damage  Vs  increasing  throughout  the  cot- 
ton section.  In  the  southern  cotton  counties  from  the  coast  to  the 
middle  Piedmont,  the  average  infestation  of  squares  appe<ar  s to  be 
about  4o  per  cent.  In  the  upper  Coastal  Plain  counties  the  average 
infestation  is  about  S per  cent,  with  a heavier  infestation  expected. 
vAu.gust  20):  In  the  southern  and  eastern  cotton  counties  infestar 
tion  is  generally  complete,  Elsev/here  complete  infesta.tioii  .should 
ta.ke  pl.ace  in  another  v-eek.  The  entire  top  crop  ha.s  been  destroyed 
by  the  v/eevil,  and  the  middle  crop  of  bolls  is  threatened.  There 
are  more  weevils  now  than  at  this  time  in  any  year  since  the  weevil 
invaded  the  State. 

C.  0.  Eddy  (August  15)‘  Weevil  infestation  is  light  and  found  only 
in  scattered  areas  in  the  lower  and  middle  Piedmont  sections.  No 
weevils  have  been  reported  in  the  extreme  upper  section  of  the 
State. 


R.  ivl.  Seeley  (July  29):  There  is  the  worst  infestation  of  the  boll 
weevil  since  I923  throughout  southern,  middle,  and  northwestern 
Georgia.  ; ■ 

0.  I.  Snapp  (August  11)  : The  b oil -n-e evil  infestation  is  greater 
now  in  middle  Georgia  than  it  has  been  for  a.  number  of  years.  It 
has  ruined  the  top  crop,  and  infested  squares  are  falling  rapidly. 
As  a result  the  cotton  crop  is  going  to  be  short. 

R.  h.  Seeley  (August  29):  The  follov.dng  is  a report  on  the  cotton 
boll  weevil  situation  in  the  State  of  Georgia:

There 
has’  been  no  blooming  in  three  or  fonr  ;7eeks,  ivlany  bolls  ’rhich  novr 
appear  to  be  safe  are  in  fact  ponctnred,  ..  horth  of  this  line  it  is 
estimated  the  rninimnm  infestation  is  20  per  cent.  yThile  there  is

Dvdght  Isely  (August  lb):  Boll  weevils  appear  to  be  more  abundant 
in  the  western  portion  of  the  State  this  year  than  in  any  year 
since  1523.  There  is  more  infestation  on  the  hill  farms  in  this 
portion  of  the  State  than  I have  ever  seen.  Cur  records  for  the 
eastern  portion  of  the  State  are  not  so  complete  as  usual,  but 
apparently  the  boll  weevil  is  not  proportionately  so  serious  as  in 
the  v;e stern  portion. 

J.  il.  Robinson  (A'ugust  1):  Boll  v/eevils  are  present  rather  gener- 
ally in  central  and  southern  Ala.baraa,  in  enormous  numbers. 

(August  lo):  The  boll  weevil  has  become  more  numerous  than  in  any 
previous  year  in  central  and  southern  Alabama,  The  top  crop  in 
the  later  cotton  has  been  entirely  removed  by  this  pest.  In  some 
of  the  Piedmont  region  the  entire  crop  ha,s  been  practicably  de^  - 
stroyed,  as  there  vail,  not  be  m-ore  than  50  bolls  of  cotton  to  the 
acre.  This  'is  perhaps  in  a rather  limited  area.  Of  6,489  squares 
counted  on  undusted  plats  65  per  cent  were  punctured, 

B.  R.  Goad  (August  8-13):  The  average  infestation  on  6 cuts  of 
old  cotton  was  65.9  per  cent.  The  infestation  ranged  from 
to  75-0  per  cent. 

W.  S.  Hinds  (August  20):  Boll  weevil  infestation  has  beem  complete 
in  many  fields  for  at  least  10  days  and  is  rapidly  reaching  the 
condition  of  complete  infestation  in  the  majority  of  undusted 
fields.  However,  the  infestation  has  been  so  "spotted”  in  the 
earlier  part  of  the  season  that  some  fields  are  still  making  cot- 
ton.

-.Tamdvinvo  and  Grayson  Counties.  Dairyme::  in  the  vi cir.it y of 

Dallas  report  much  less  trouble  from  this  fly  this  season  than 
usual.

Shear- 
ing of  goats  and  sheep  has  begun  in  southwestern  Texa.5,  and  most 
ranchmen  are  endeavoring  to  reduce  the  numoer  01  shear  cuts  so 
as  to  avoid  screa:  v/orm  injury  as  far  a.s  possible.  The  trapping 
of  screw  v'orm  flies  has  continued  inthe  sections  "here  i-his  was 
beg^un  systematically  in  the  spring.  But  the  num.ber  01  .^lies 
captured  has'  decreased  during  August.  Screv:- ;orm  cases  have  been 
reported  to  be  more  numerous  than  usual  during  this  season  in 
eastern  Teimis  as  *.7ell  as  in  the  range  country  of  south: /esoern 
Texas.
